the police then ware very arduous, crime was 
rampant, armed robberies the order of the day, 
and it was.a common occurrence fur the police 
tohaveto turn out, armed to the teeth, to chase |, 
marauding bands of robbers, espec’ally in Bon- 
han Strand district, There were but few houses 
‘then on the hill sides, and in Kowloon there 
was hut one European resident, The Colony 
itself was smaller, and there were no reclama- 
tions such as we could boast of to-day, and all 
these improvements had gone far to facilitate 
the suppression of crime, as furnishing casier 
methods to getting about on the new and well- 
laid roads. Speaking personally, Mr. Baker 
said in the departure of Mr. Ford, he. lost a 
genial comrade and friend of years, and the_ 
Force a tried’ and trusty officer, and he was 
sure ‘all: were, sorry to see him go, But no 
doubt he knew his own affairs best, and they 
could only wish he would have a pleasant and 
sale voyage ta the home land, and a happy re- 
union with his wife and chi dren, and long life 
to enjoy his well-earned pensioa, 

Mr. Baker, on behalf of himself and brother 
officers of <the Hongkong Police Force, 
then presented Mr, Ford with o very hand- 
some gold watch, with his monagram 
engraved on the ‘back, and the following in- 
scription inside the case: Presented to Ine 
spector W. J. Ford by the European members. 
of the Hongkong Police Force, January, 11,05.” 

Mr, Ford, in accepting the presentation, said 
that he spoke with very mixed feelings ; for 
while on this occasion he could not but feel 
great pleasure at the kindness shown him, and 
at the appreciative remarks of Mr. Baker, he 
was still. filled with-regret that he had to leave 
his old comrades, His first duty was to those 
who wanted him at home, and he went to them 
in the hope that thase present might all live to 
be the’centres of such an occasion in their own 
good time, and from the Captain Superintendent 
to the last joined constable, he wished them 
all a most prosperous carcer, with health and 
i happiness. ° 

The health of Mr. Ford was then drunk in 
bampers, and Mr, Baker culled for three cheers 
for their departing comrade, which were given 
‘with hearty good will, and a “tiger.” Mr. Ford 
accompanied by a large number, of his old 
comrades, subsequently left, to join the ss, 
Malta.

stems to have almost escaped general ‘notice, 
was made the other day by Mr. W. S$. Rob- 
son, the Member for South Shields, who is 
reported to have declared that Mr. Balfour 
would unite with Mr. Chamberlain in pro- 
posing a 5 per cents duty on furcign goods. 
This would, of course, mean that the new 
Budget is tq contain the first instalment of 
the policy of tariff reform, and the Govern- 
ent would go to the country with the view 
of obtaining its judgment on it, A general 
election in March would, therefore, be a 
cenainly, if the Prince Minister and “Mr. 
Chamberlain have agreed to this new depar- 
turin financial policy. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer recognizes that he will be face to 
face with a serious financial situation next 
April. He sees that something will have to” 
be done, and, according to this report, he 
has, at the instance of Mr. Chamberlain, 
suggested to the Prime Minister that a 5 per 
cent, duly o1 manufactured jmports would 
bea satisfactory way of mecling the difficulty, 
Mf Mr. Balfour has accepled this policy be

The vital 
issues on which they are desirous of fighting 
the Government are untaxed food and freed 
trade, and their endeavour will be to obtain 
such a decisive win as to get rid of protec- 
tion and to secure that the reaction of the 
past few years shall be seen no more, In 
their view they think nothing ought to, or 
Could, interfere with the position which the 
education question, the temperance question, 
the land question, and all branches of social 
reforms already hold in their minds, It is 
their intention to win on all these issues, 
but the adoption by the Tory party of “pro- 
tectian” as their rallying-ery makes it ne- 
cessary, they say, for the Liberals to place 
untaxed food” and “ freedom of trade” in 
the very forefront of the. fight. The party 
is said to be in a good cohdition, and while 
its leaders see no reason at allto be dis- 
satisfied with it, they deprecate the too 
sanguine expectations with regard to the |}. 
election. ‘The — by- -elections have been 
viewed with considerable caution, and it 
Has not been forgotten that the permanent 
garrison of the Tory party in each con- 
stituency — with some exceptions — was 
stronger than any ‘garrison which the 
Liberals had got in those constituencies.
